the Spanish flagship Pelayo, leaves here this morning." The 
cruiser Carlos IV and ten transports await.outside the port.. 
The" admiral was allowed to transport six hundred tons of 
coal from the San Augustine in the harbor, furnishing a 
guarantee that the Pelayo needed it, and that the squadron 
was returning to Spain direct. 


Later—The entire Spanish squadron under Camara sail- 


ed this afternoon homeward bound. 


Where Is Watson? 


Washington, July u—Special—There is much mystery 


regarding the fleet which, it was announced several days ago, 
•would start for Spain to shell the seaboard cities and inter- 
cept Camara's fleet on its return from the Suez canal. 
At 


the last accounts made public Commodore Watson was still 
off the coast of Cuba, yet he may have started on his mission 
and the facts have been kept secret. It is the opinion of 


• many that the squadron is already well on its way across the 


Atlantic, although a few think the plan has been abandoned. 
It is the prevailing opinion, however, that Watson has gone, 
'and that he will be heard from within a few days. 
He may 


rot be in time to intercept the fleet in the Mediterranean, but 
can doubtless give the Spaniards a good deal of trouble..The 
fact that nothing has been heard from him for several days 
leads to the supposition that he has started across the ocean. 


Madrid Is Moody. 


Madrid, July n—Special—A sullen mood, ominous of 


evil, has overspread.the capital. The disasters that have 
.followed each other in quick succession have disheartened the 
most sanguine. 
Officials grudgingly admit that Spain is no 


match for the United States on either land or sea, and arc 
looking for some means by which the war may be terminated 
without ruinous loss of territory'and prestige, while the com- 
mercial classes are praying for peace at any cost, seeing that 
a continuance of war will bring utter ruin. The common peo- 
ple are desperate and do not set m to care what befals the 
nation. 1 hey are ready to espouse the cause of any advent- 
urer who may offer them excitement, and are looking to Don 
Carlos. 
The feeling in all circles is akin to despair. 
Pro 


testations against the surrender of Cuba are loud, yet no one 
seems able to see how that can be avoided. The city is ripe 
for any orgy of excess, while the queen regent is preparing 
for flight at the first note of alarm. The situation is far more 
ominous than at any previous'time since the hostilities began. 


Fears For the Fleet. - 


New York, July 11—Special—A Madrid dispatch quotes 


Capt, Aunon, the Spanish minister, as saying it will take 
Camara's warships ten days to reach Carthagena where there 
is more safety than at Cadiz. Three torpedo -boat destroyers 
and four auxiliary cruisers will be back sooner, and go to 
Cadiz and Ferol. 
He fears the fast American cruisers with 


the Oregon, Texas, New York and Iowa will catch Camara 
in the Mediterranean.

A law Against Buchrtor*. 


Bachelors have a hard time in the 


Argentina Republic. There a law in- 
flicts a fine upon any person of mar- 
riageable age who rejects a proposal/ 
Here Is the statute: People ot mar- 
riageable age of,either sex who refuse 
an offer to wed without reasons which 
are considered valid in law shall not be 
permitted to marry thereafter without 
tho permission of the 
government. 


They shall, moreover, pay an indem- 
nity sum of not more than one hun- 
dred pounds to the person whose otter 
they have refused. 
Young men and 


women undnr twenty years old are 
exempt from tho law, and can marry 
as they plecae. After they are twenty- 
eight the men are obliged to pay a 
heavy tax if they remain single. The 
women propose as well as men; so an 
unmarried young man between twenty 
and twenty-eight years old in that 
country has a troublesome time. Not 
only Is he made to pay a 'tax for being 
a bachelor, but if he refuses a proposal 
he has to pay the proposer a fine. 
Naturally, there are few old maids in 
Argentine.

A Heavy Bombardment. 


Aguadores, Sunday, July 10—Special—By preconcerted 


arrangement with the army, the ships of the fleet threw shells 
into Santiago this afternoon. It had been arranged that 
there ihould be a simultaneous firing by the ships and land ar- 
tillery, beginning at 4 o|clock, but a heavy rain fell, interfer- 
ing with the telephone and signal woik. At 4:45.1^6 rumble 
of artillery on the American lines was hearh,' and a minute 
later the Brooklyn opened fire with ffve-inch Shells. The 
firing was at long intervals, and was kept up until the Brook- 
lyn had planted fifteen shells and the Texas ten shells. The 
Indiana sent a number of shells over the hill and into the 
enemy's lines. The fire lasted an hour. 
It was impossible 


from the sea to estimate the results. Less than a minute 
after the Brooklyn fired, a danger flag was raised over Morro 
castle. 'Reports have been received here that.the land artil. 
lery shelled the Spanish'intrenchmerits some time. Our loss 
during the bombardment was slight. The losses of the Span- 
iards cannot be ascertained.

Shatter, commanding the American 
army before Santiago, in which ho 
stated that the Spanish commander had 
refused to surrender unconditionally, 
and that tho army and navy would be- 
f\n the threatened bombardment about 
4 o'clock.
